MUSIC STUDENTS PAY ® 
FOR INSTRUCTION %&

Will the scandals never end? 
You already know about the “A- 
for-a-Lay” controversy Now, 
some music students are claiming 
they are being forced to pay for 
their B.A.’s 

The complaint comes

Some students claim that, 
though they are enrolled in and are 
receiving individual instruction, 
teachers don't allow enough truly 
individual instruction time to help 
their progress. And to make up for 
that, the teachers have been giving 
private lessons at up to $90 a 
semester 


For some years private lessons 
were regulated by the university. 
Students paid a fee to the cashier, 
received the lessons and at the end 
of the semester the instructors 
received a percentage of the fees. 

A memo from Chancellor 
Dumke, dated Aug. 14, 1970, es- 
tablished staffing formuli S:36 and 
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8:48 (“S” standing for supervisory) 
and abolished studio lesson tees 
The memo provided for forming 
individual instruction courses for 
upper and graduate 
students (S:36) and lower division 
students (S:48) and eliminating the 
need for private lesson programs

The order was to become effective 
in 1971-72 

As students 
degice with units, instructors are 
paid according to umt load. A full 
load for a 40 hour week is supposed 
to be instruction of 12 units. The 
8:36 and 8:48 formul: designate the 
number of students supervised for 
12 units of credit. For example. 
8:48 teaches 
nothing but individual instruction 
courses, then to satisfy a full load 
be she must supervise 4% students 
Four students would equal one 
unit. In $:36 three students equal 
one unit 

Mathematically, then, each 
student is entitled to 50 minutes of 
individual instruction for the lower 
division courses and slightly over 
an hour in the upper division level 
Since these are supervisory 
courses. though, the amount of 
time alloted each student is deter- 
mined by need, and decided by the 
instructor 

Department Chair Hunt saia 
the way most instructors have been 
conducting the instruction 1s to 
supervise four students for two 
hours. That would allow each

|. Treat the CSUS Campus like 
the Golden Gate Bridge; allow tree 
access to vehicles containing three 
or more passengers. “Three-for- 
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2. Abolish parking stickers (ex- 
cept tor the handicapped) and 
charge private vehicles a rather stiff 
toll. sav 50 cents 


Advantage, it seems to me, 


would be considerable, with 
relatively little attendant disad- 
vantage. The parking squeeze 


would be eliminated, much less fuel 
would be consumed, much less 
pollution generated. Personnel no 
longer needed for policing parking 
could be used as toll takers and 
perhaps toman acar pool-forming 
service. Campus space might be 
freed tor more constructive uses, 
and smaller parking lots would be 
safer. Public transit would 
probably benefit (especially if this 
system is combined with the “three- 
for-free” — system being 
proposed for state and other 
garages downtown). Greater 
student (and state employee) 
demand for bus service would 
mean more convenient schedules 
and routes. Finally, the idea seems 
generalizable to other campuses 
and indeed to most parking 
facilities elsewhere

Now, more than ever before, we 
need a strong, competent, aggres- 
sive Placement Center to meet the 
needs of the students and the 
challenge of an everchanging job 
market.

The original contract called for 
Alternative Education, the spon- 
sors, to receive 10 per cent of the 
gross receipts from five showings 
of the computer co-ordinated 
multi-media production. The show 
grossed approximately $15,000 


At a prior engagement at the 
University of the Pacific in 
Stockton, the computer was 
malfunctioning Alternative 
Education’s John White and John 
Clinton were assured the computer 
would be repaired in time for the 
CSUS performances 


Parts were indeed flown in and 
installed for Saturday's opening 
show, but as the show progressed it 
became they were the 
wrong parts.

In other action, the senate 
passed a Cultural Programs statute 
revision. The main changes give 
faculty equal representation on the 
Cultural Programs Committee, 
move the administration represen- 
tative from voting to non-voting 
status, and require amendments to 
the statute to be approved by 
student and faculty senates 

Senator Linda Atkins sub 
mitted a bill to the statutes com- 
mittee defining student interest 
groups

Marge Piercy: Poems for Women

Marge Piercy is one of those 
rare figures of the literary world 
who excells both as a novelist and a 
poet. She has written two novels 
Going Down Fast and Dance the 
Eagle to Sleep, and three books of 
poetry Breaking Camp, Hard 
Loving. and To Be of Use 

In introducing Ms. Piercy in her 
Thursday afternoon’ poetry 
reading, Elien Smith of the English 
department called her “the finest 
writer in America today.” 


And she was there, a small 
woman with very black hair, wear- 
ing a Jong black dress. When she 
began to read, you knew that she is 
woman who believes in “the 
movement.” In an anthology of 
poems she says about herself: “The 
first 25 years of my life had little to 
offer besides poverty, hassles and 
scrambling to survive. | worked for 
years in various organizations of 


the New Left, before I came into 
Women’s Liberation. The women’s 
movement is healing together the 
various fragments of my life, my 
work, my politics, my pain, giving 
me feedback and constituency and 
often a kick in the teeth.” 

Many of her poems are about 
the sufferings of women. In her 
“Secretary Chant” she says: 

my hips are desk... 

rubber bands form my hair... 

my head ts a switchboard... 

my head is wastebasket... 

my navel is a reject button. 

1 am about to deliver a baby 
Xerox machine. 

File me under “W”" because | 
used to be a woman. 

Again this feeling is repeated in 
a poem about a truck stop waitress: 

Your nights are spent alone 

with men who wipe themselves 

in you. 

What did you ever 

receive for free, 


except a fetus that you 

had to pay to have 

vanked out of you. 

Ms. Piercy says “My poems are 
attempts at magic, public tribal 
magic.” But her poems are more 
than just an attempt, they are 
magic

So in 1971-72, they 
took payments from students and 
it went directly into their pockets 
Everything was above board. The 
instructors gave receipts for the 
money they took in payment, and 
they would accept checks and 
money orders 

This policy continued through 
the fall of 1972. Then, Feb. 13, 1973 
Music Chair Hunt issued a memo 
to all music faculty to inform them 
that “special fees for individual 
instruction cannot be charged.” 
State law prohibits use of public 
college facilities for private gain 
Last semester, fearing loss of their 
jobs, then, the instructors put a 
Stop to the private lessons or gave 
them for nothing.

CSUS President James Bond 
has created a Task Force on Win- 
dow Abuse to determine what 
penalties should be leveled against 
students who are caught opening 
windows on campus 

“A severe window abuse 
problem has arisen recently,” said 
Vice President Darreil Inabnit, 
chair of the Task Force. Inabnit 
said that many students seem to be 
making a game out of opening the 
windows. The window handles 
were chopped off this week by 
order of Gordon Landsness, chief 
of Plant Operations, as an energy 
conserving move 

“A student who opens the win- 
dows is not only breaking the rules, 
he may well be unpatriotic. I don’t 


know if there are any outside 
agitators involved in the recent 
rash of window openings, but this 
commission ts going to find a way 
to stop these irresponsible people 
from further reckless behavior,” 
Inabnit said 

Students have been using pliers, 
screwdrivers, and even their bare 
hands to pry open the windows. 
“This must stop,” said Inabnit. 
“We had those window handles cut 
off for a purpose, and no matter 
how stupid shis idea is, we're stuck 
with it, because we can't get the 
handles back on.” 


Inabnit denied reports that the 
administration was looking into a 
market for the brass handles. 
“These handles are state property, 
and we can't go and sell them just

Special note: For those of you 
ineterested in opening the win- 
dows, there are several methods 
available.

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Charge 
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Laser Beams Bring 
Back 3-D Movies

Figures spun and turned. sat 
and stood. One part of the 
audience watched the actor's back 
while another part watched him 
full-faced. Every person saw the 
scene from a different angle. It all 
looked very much like a live play. 
but it wasn’t. It was a hologram 
movie 

Holograms are three dimen- 
sional pictures. CSUS_ students 
Marshall Cannady. Alan Ball, Al 
Young and Charles Hunt are learn- 
ing and perfecting the theory of 
making them 








A picture of a projected hologram. 
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Their projyect began last spring 
with a makeshift arrangement of 
equipment taken from the Physics 
Department. With the help of what 
they call “simple” diagrams, they 
began experimenting. Cannady 
said, “The hard thing was, we 
didn’t know what we were doing.” 

This semester the project. witha 
$6,000 grant under the Scientific 
Improvement Programs of the 
National Science Foundation, 
received a new, higher powered 
laser and more optical com- 
ponents 

Cannady and Ball explained 
that holograms are made by split- 
ting a laser beam. One beam goes 
to the object being photographed 
and then to the film, and the other 
beam goes directly to the film 
(Lasers are used because of the 
coherence the regulanty or 
evenness of their light 

Each of these light beams if 
originally in step (just like walking 
in step), but when the reach the film 
one of them has traveled farther 
than the other. By bouncing off the 
object being recorded, some of the 
light gets out of step. 

The film only records the 
difference in the paths of the two 
beams the interference as 
they cross each other. Cannady 
drew the analogy of waves on the 
ocean to describe interference. 
When they cross, they don’t just 
continue on as before, but blend 
together. Those that are in step will 
give a crest and those that are out 
of step give a trough. 

Because only the interference is 
recorded, the developed hologram 
does not show the object. But when 
a laser beam is shown through the 
film, the object appears three 
dimensionally. 

The CSUS project is now 
concerned with “real time” 
holography This 
photographing the object and then 
watching it through the developed 
hologram 

This allows detection of 
changes in the shape of the object 
on the order of a wave length of 
light that is .00002 inches. Real 
time holography makes it possible
